Japanese Competition 


Quota On Sweater Exports To U. S. 


Reportedly To Be Again Increased 


REPORTS from Tokyo that the Japanese Government was plan- 
ning another upward revision of the quota on sweater exports to 
the United States, were received by American observers as confirm- 
ing the prevailing skepticism concerning the restraining effect of 
the Japanese quota system. Originally, the Japanese Ministry of 


International Trade and Indus- 
try in 1958 fixed a maximum 
limit of 260,000 dozen for 
sweater shipments to the United 
States and Canada. Thereafter, 
it was reported that the quota 
had been increased, but no 
specific figure was announced. 

Sweater imports from Japan 
have been consistently increas- 
ing. The latest reports from 
Tokyo indicated that the sweat- 
er quota for 1961 would be in- 
creased from 340,000 to 400,000 
dozen. It is regarded as note- 
worthy that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has itself not officially 
issued any figure. 

Sidney S. Korzenik, executive 
director and counsel of the Na- 
tional Knitted Outerwear Asso- 
ciation, took issue with state- 
ments by sweater importing in- 
terests which tended to minimize 
import figures. Mr. Korzenik 
pointed out that sweaters 
shipped to the United States 
from Japan, according to the 
official Japanese figures, 
amounted to 337,000 dozen in 
the first nine months of the cur- 
rent year. The total for the en- 
tire year, he estimated, would 
be over 350,000 dozen. 

“The exports of sweaters from 
Japan in the last quarter of 1960 
will decline,” said Mr. Korze- 
nik, “but not because of the re- 
straining effect of any Japanese 
quota. They will decline because 
importers and some retailers 
who have been handling such 
goods have been wallowing in 


inventories up to their ears and 
are now dumping. The Japanese 
have overdone it again, and the 
glut they have produced will 
hurt them as well as others. 
When this kind of situation oc- 
curs, reports are again issued in 
Tokyo concerning quotas. Talk 
about the quota is a public re- 
lations device intended to pro- 
duce a sense of restraint and 
scarcity. 

“When the Japanese entered 
the cashmere field, cashmeres 
died. When they worked with 
lamb’s wool, the same thing 
happened. When they used 
lamb’s wool for sweaters, that 
was the end of lamb’s wool. In 
our statement to the Tariff Com- 
mission earlier this year, we said 
that the fact the Japanese were 
active in fur blend sweaters 
boded ill for this type of gar- 
ment. Even the Japanese are 
now experiencing difficulty in 
disposing of their fur blend 
sweater inventories.” 

In further commenting upon 
the most recent reports of an 
increased Japanese sweater 
quota, Mr. Korzenik declared: 

“The Japanese have not pro- 
duced any novelty in the sweat- 
ers they have been sending to 
this country. They copy ours. 
But their sweater quota system 
is very novel indeed. 

“After their sweater exports 
to the United States first reached 
260,000 dozen per year, the Ja-

Style And Design Innovations Stressed 


By ILANA HIRSCH 
THIS spring the American man, woman and child will be 
offered sweaters and sweater-shirts in greater style and design 


varieties than ever before. 


over into the new lines, 
that should interest retailers and 
attract store customers. 

Necklines are defined by the 
classic, fashion, shawl and full- 
fashioned collars, and V’s and 
boatnecks in varying depths. 
Employed often on collars and 
plackets are colors or stitching 
in contrast to the main body of 
the garment. For men, sleeves 
may be raglan, full-fashioned, 
mock-fashioned or set in. Ladies’ 
sweater-blouses incorporate the 
same sleeve designs but add the 
sleeveless style which is especi- 
ally good for spring. 

Also new are the action 
sleeves with set in panels of 
flexible ribbing that conform to 
the wearer’s movements when he 
is engaged in athletic activity. 
The action sleevs characterize 
the golfer’s shirt, and the bowl- 
er’s shirt moves one step further 
with ribbed action panels in- 
serted down its sides. 

Sweater-shirts and blouses 
are marked by interesting surface 
textures incorporated through 
contrast stitching, pointille, heav- 
ily textured all-over stitching, 
and jacquard patterns. Equally 
popular are solids and designed 
fabrics; the latter most com- 
monly in the form of stripes. The 
most unusual stripe treatment 1s 
a pastel multi-color geometric 
stripe on a ladies’ sweater-blouse 
with collared V-neck and elas- 
ticized waist closing emphasized 
by two oversized buttons. A most 
unusual design on a sleeveless 
sweater blouse superimposes a 
nautical motif on a striped back- 
ground. 

Novelty designs and styles are 
apparent in new clothing for in- 
fants and children where details 
taken from adult shirts and pants 
have been scaled down for the 
younger set. 

The list of spring colors is 
headed by white, but running a 
close second are the soft pastels. 
Vivid shades such as aqua, 
orange, green and French blue 
are still in the running as are

orange, antique gold, olive green 
and a multitude of browns rang- 
ing in tone from cocoa to light 
beige. 

Sweater fibers are the consis- 
tently popular lamb’s wool, Or- 
lon, Orlon and wool blends, 
Ban-Lon and Acrilan. Mike 
Bernstein, of Bernstein and 
Drescher, states that for the 
classic sleeveless long- 
sleeved pullovers, lamb’s wool, 
Orlon, and a blend of these two 
are best, but experimentation is 
presently underway on the feasi- 
bility of using Creslan and other 
new fibers in the knitting ol 
men’s sweaters. 

Ban-Lon On Top 

“But” continues Mr. Bern- 
stein, “in sweater-shirts Ban-Lon 
is definitely the biggest seller and 
is coming in especially strong for 
spring.” Style details on Ban- 
Lon numbers for men include 
full-fashioned neck and sleeve 
as well as loop neck and 
placket. Other sweater-shirts fea- 
ture raised welt design and 
fashion collars. Fine pointille in 
artistic designs decorate many 
shirts for stylistic touches. 

Mock-fashion interlock with 
the full-fashioned or the raglan 
sleeve are also in demand. 

Men’s and boys’ shirts in 
cut-and-sewn models feature em- 
blem detail and come in a great 
variety of popular colors. These 
are priced at $28.50 a dozen for 
the men’s and $22.50 for the 
boys’ shirts. 

Mr. Bernstein lists his biggest 
Ban-Lon colors as gold, olive 
green, black, white, powder blue, 
silver gray, red, burnt orange, 
beige and the sandy colors, 
antelope and French blue. 

Golf And Bowling Shirts 

Finely knitted shirts of Dacron 
and cotton blends, Durene, and 
Acrilan are also included in the 
spring line of Bernstein and 
Drescher and are priced at $1.95 
to $3.95 each retail. Classic 
model shirts which are defined 
by the fashion collar and button 
placket are still popular though 


Continental styles are swiftly 
moving up. 

Practical for the active man 
and catching on rapidly is the 
golfer’s shirt which features the 
action sleeve. This number is 
seen most often in cotton, but 
also comes in other fibers and 
fiber blends. 

Sweater - shirts executed in 
materials other than tex- 
tured nylon are doing best in 
white which retains its top posi- 
tion this year and is closely fol- 
lowed by pastels, beige and sand. 
Gaining in popularity though are 
olive green and burnt orange. 

Styles that have proven them- 
selves in the past are being 
shown by Arthur Levy but new 
ideas also spark his collection. 
Flat, all-over self-textured, rib- 
bed jacquard surfaces and a 
textured stripe appear in solids 
and stripes; the former often 
highlighted by contrasting color 
trims or collars and plackets in 
a contrasting stitch such as a 
La Coste-type mesh. Cotton and 
Acrilan are employed here. 

New this year with Mr. Levy 
is the bowling shirt which is an 
elaboration on the golf shirt 
theme. Bowling shirts feature all- 
around action sleeves and some 
continue the ribbed action detail 
into complete side panels afford- 
ing the wearer complete freedom 
of movement. 

Bowling shirts come in solids 
or two-color combinations with 
contrasting color often appearing 
as ribbing on the collar and/or 
on the action inserts. Collars are 
usually fashioned and shirts are 
slipons with one-button closing 
or four-button placket. 

There is also a cardigan style 
with gold buttons running the 
entire length of the front. Shirt 
bottoms are sweater-ribbed or 
plain and all shirts feature bowl- 
ing emblem on breast pocket. 

Big colors for Mr. Levy’s 
other shirts are olive and many 
other greens among which a light 
lettuce is gaining in popularity, 
several blues, gold and white. 
Colors which have done well in 
the past, but are not too big this 
spring are grape and gray. 

An extensive line of 100 per 
cent Acrilan shirts is featured by

Interest In Cotton Knits Brightens 
An Otherwise Disappointing Market 


MINNEAPOLIS Minn, — A 
combination of factors caused 
a disappointing turnout at the 
November Fashion Week spon- 
sored by the Northwest Sales- 
men’s Association. The event was 
held November 7-11 at the Rad- 
isson and Dyckman hotels here. 

The market, which usually be- 
gins on a Sunday, did not start 
until Monday because the hotels 
were filled with football fans 
who attended the Minnesota- 
Iowa game here. On Tuseday 
Election day interferred and 
many buyers did not come in. 
Attendance, according to most 
exhibitors, definitely was down. 
A few knitted outerwear firms 
did not show at this market. 

Martin Frank, Kaufman Knit- 
ting Co., this city, termed the 
market “disappointing,” but ex- 
pects knitted cotton co- 
ordinates such as_ T-shirts, 
capris, clam diggers, Jamaicas 
and shorts to be big for spring, 
judging from advance buying. 


An important new trend, he said. 
is knickers of knit cotton. Ber- 
muda length culottes also will be 
an important style in flat finish 
synthetics, Frank declared. As 
for colors, helio continues to be 
big along with blue, cantaloupe, 
coral, green and tan. 

Sherman Garon of Garon 
Knitting Mills, Duluth, said his 
“spook skis” (mask hats) of 
knitted wool with an Orlon lin- 
ing were his best number. Re- 
tail prices are $2.98 for children 
and $3.98 for adults. 

Myer Badiner, Myer M. Badi- 
ner Knitwear Co., here, said 
that brushed wool sweaters, both 
cardigans and pullovers, in “foot- 
ball colors” retailing from 
$3.95 to $8.95 had sold well. 
Knit dresses in both Orlon and 
wool retailing from $12.95 to 
$35 also got the nod of buyers. 
Purple was very good, he 
pointed out. 

Ed Neff of the Ed-Burt Corp.., 
this city said it had been an un- 


usually quiet market with little 
traffic and no noticeable buy- 
ing trends. 

Jack Badiner, DuBarry 
Sportswear, this city, said he 
had done well with Orlon bulk- 
ies retailing at $5.95, $8.95 and 
$10.95 with the more expen- 
sive numbers selling best. Lav- 
ender, beige and white were the 
best selling shades. Knit Orlon 
swim suits in such colors as 
aqua, rose, black and white 
from $8.95 to $10.95 interested 
buyers, he said. Lastex swim- 
wear at $5.95 and $7.95 also 
moved well. Orlon and cotton 
pile jackets and slipovers at 
$5.95 and $7.95 were another 
big number for Badiner. Best 
shades were lavender, beige.

To get away from the highly 
competitive lower priced field, 
this company’s stylists have re- 
lied on stripes, appliques and 
embroidery generously and a 
number of new novelty fabrics 
have also been added. 

Paradoxically, Mr. Sweeney 
said it was his impression that 
the conventional solid knits were 
favored over fancy stitches in 
rural areas where mesh and 
waffle effects and pettipoints are 
thought to be less durable. 

The new coordinating scheme 
for girls centers around five 
colors, melon, new mint, china 
blue, fern and mountie red. 
Each shade is used solidly in 
the selection of knit pants, shorts 
and pedal pushers and worked 
in with white in nine different 
styled tops. By reversing the 
color arrangement, the number 
of matching variations is prac- 
tically limitless. 

One sleeveless top with a 
modified boatneck and rounded 
hem is tape bound in contrasting 
colors. The body of the pullover 
is decorated with multi-color 
vertical striping. Another short- 
Sleeved top has a wide crew 
neck with a button-down tab in 
front and a third style has a 
Sweethear’ crew neck with a 
three-quarter inch edging in 
contrastin. color on the arm- 
opening nd neck. This was

decorated with a_ strawberry 
applique, electronically applied. 

In a nautical group, contrast- 
ing colors are used front and 
back on a windjammer neck and 
three different nautical appliques 


are offered in four different 
shades. 
Sleeveless numbers are 


stressed but most of the styles 
have a short sleeve version and 
for the latter a_ short - short 
dolman, cuffed in contrasting 
colors, is used frequently. 

Fern green is included in the 
color scheme to coordinate with 
two unusual top patterns—one, 
a chest design consisting of two 
small embroidered ferns on 
white and another, a cat’s tail 
screen print worked in two tones 
of green with tan on a white 
top. The cat-o-nine tails in tan 
with leaves in green extend over 
the lower half of the garment 
and fern is also used to edge the 


Peter Pan collar and_ short 
sleeves. 

Other styles include a shawl 
collar inset of contrasting color, 
and an open V-fashioned collar 
combination. The latter is deco- 
rated with a large starfish em- 
broidered in each of five colors. 
The loose straight-away waist is 
employed throughout this group. 

For boys’ knit shirts in the 6 to 
16 group, a new frost blue has 
been added and, in addition to 
navy and mountie red, there is 
a new loden and a new gold. 
There are fourteen styles in the 
spring selection. 

For the new muscle shirts, 
ribbing in contrasting colors is 
used to bind the neck, sleeve- 
openings and down the sides. 
Another style made up in a 
crepe stitch, has a two-tone trim 
on a high-V and a chest design 
of two sailboats embroidered in 
two colors. For this selection, 
frost blue with bay is used on 
white and there are also com- 
binations of red and navy, and 
gold and loden on white. 


For the most part, embroi- 
dered emblems and appliques 


Infantswear for this coming 
spring will incorporate stylistic 
touches that have proven them- 
selves so popular in clothing 
for adults. Pictured at left and 
below are two interpretations 
of the poncho shirt here ac- 
centuated by a duo of decora- 
tive buttons. The outfits, by 
Merchants Mart, come in solid 
and print combinations and the 
little top goes equally well over 
short and long pants. The short 
version features welt seaming 
and a banded waist in front and 
the long trousers are elasticized 


are small and encompass no 
more than two inches. A gold 
metallic thread has been used 
for some of these designs for the 
first time this year. Three differ- 
ent designs are usually offered 
for each style with the metallic 
thread used for a set of small 
crests. There is also a LaCoste- 
type shirt with the conventional 
two-button placket and fash- 
ioned collar but for these, a 
tiger worked in two colors is 
used instead of the characteristic 
alligator. 

Other collar treatments in- 
clude a split placket with a loop 
tie over a single button; a wedge 
yoke inset with a shawl collar, 
and a straight placket of hori- 
zontal ribbing with a center 
stripe in contrasting color. 
Under the split-placket style, 
there is a bib with horizontal 
stripes in contrasting color to 
match the collar edging. 

The nautical set is offered 
with an anchor, marlin or ship’s 
wheel emblem in navy, brown 
or red on white with matching 
color on the sailor collar. For 
these shirts, a rectangular pucker 
pettipoint and waffle stitch is 
used. There is also a selection 
of shirts with coil knit striping 
in white running through the 
color. 

The line also includes a group 
of all-over plaids of gold, loden 
or frost blue combined with 
black and white. Shirts in this 
group have a wide self collar 
extending into a V. 

Styles for boys sizes 3 to 7 
closely follow those of the older 
group with the exception that 
toys are used for symbols for 
embroidery and applique deco- 
rations. Some of the fabrics for 
this group have an all-over 
design, such as an anchor, 
worked in a contrasting color in 
a honeycomb stitch. Jacquard 
designs are also represented al- 
though their use is not as 
pronounced as in other seasons. 

Solids of red, blue, pink and 
mint have been used for infants’ 
and baby polos which were pre- 
viously made up in white only 
in the past. Matching sets of 
cardigans and polos with 
rounded necks for girls and V’s 
for boys have been repeated this 
year. 
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Sweater Style Ideas From Abroad 


A single thin line bisects the white- 
ness of this cowl neck, long line 
pullover. The neck is trimmed with 
widely spaced stripes of a similar 
shade. Surface interest is gained 
through ribbed effects. 


White stripes plunge down all sides 
and sleeves of a collared V-neck 
pullover with three-quarter sleeves

Trim ideas do much to enhance the simple lines of a few basic 
sweater models. These pullovers and cardigans gain interest first of 
all by the addition of a collar line which often extends to and sur- 
rounds the neck. Contrasting solid material with stripes or checks 
or allowing the boldness of solid trim to temper the design of a 
striped, checked or ribbed material are prominent and useful ideas 
advanced here.

Fabric Texture Highlighted In Jantzen’s Swim Trunk Line 


PORTLAND, Ore.—The textured look expressed in textured 
nylon in striking patterns and in solids is emphasized in Jantzen’s 
swim trunk line. A solid-color nylon velvet is used for one style. 
Helanca nylon is used in knitted vertical-striped bongo pants, 
startling in their novelty. Where patterns are used, the effect tends 
b to be striking and exotic either by the design of the pattern itself 
or through unusual color combinations. 

Probably the most frequent combination of fibers employing 
synthetics is a mixture, in varying proportions, of acetate, cotton 
and rubber. Helanca-backed belts and nylon linings for trunks 
furnish other uses for synthetics in this year’s line. 

The Adonis bikini in a shape-knit of 52 per cent acetate, 33 
per cent Orlon and 15 per cent rubber, is found again in this 
year’s line. A similar fiber combination makes a slightly longer, 
less daring Seven League trunk. The printed Caneel Bay group— 
a petroglyph print on woven fabric—is offered in boxers, zip-fits, 
walkers and short-sleeved shirts in a mixture of 65 per cent Dacron 
and 35 per cent cotton. 

Jantzen’s swim trunk collection for the upcoming resort season 
and next summer is the most extensive in the company’s history. 
It is tied closely to other knit and woven summerwear items such 
as knit sport shirts, Bermuda and walking shorts and cabana sets.

Roxanne Adopts European Styles To American Tastes 


By ILANA HIRSCH 
FOLLOWING style trends that began in Paris and adopting 
them to designs that will please the American woman has been 
the goal of Roxanne’s designers in fashioning their new line of 


swim and resort wear. 


In doing so, a great variety of beachwear 


silhouettes varying from scanty bikini to relaxed dressmaker have 


been created. Eased lines of the 
latter as well as other loosely 
fitting styles such as the shirred 
romper suit with bloomer leg are 
facilitated by the incorporation 
of Laton faille linings to form 
the body of the suit. 

The boy leg is more in evi- 
dence, but new modifications 
bring it close to the body with 
less flare. It begins to copy the 
maillot leg cut but offers more 
coverage. 

Contour Straps 

Contour straps that curve all 
the way around the back are not 
fastened to the outside of the 
suit and therefore are able to 
give support and equalize body 
stress and at the same time keep 
the sleek, smooth line constant. 
This strap effect facilitates the 
soft gathers at the neckline that 
are seen On so many of the suits. 
There is a great variety in all 
straps in the collection; they 
range in width from shoestring 
to nearly cap sleeve proportions. 

Extensively used throughout 
the collection are softly pleated 
bodices. Vertical pressed pleats 
ina wide range of widths detail 
many fronts, while gathers are 
also in evidence. This relaxed 
line bodice is gathered into waists 
which are belted for a finished 
touch. 

Shirring used on sides, back 
and bodices is employed to dec- 
orate as well as tactfully to ac- 
centuate or minimize certain 
figure characteristics. It is espe- 
cially apparent on the sheath, a 
hasic silhouette of this firm. The 
classic side drape is also seen on 
many sheaths. 

Fiber news is in Antron, a tri- 
lobal nylon developed by the du 
Pont Company. The fabrics con- 
structed of this yarn have a 
frosted or lustered surface. 

Advantageously incorporated 
into knitted and woven swim- 
Wear, spandex elastomers (U. S. 


Rubbers Vyrene and duPont’s 
Lvcra) ore used to create a strong 
fabric of exceptionally light 
weight. These blends offer great 
‘lasticit, for good fit and great 


style flexibility in that the elas- 
tomers successfully combine with 
so many fibers. 

The number of knitted swim 
suits in the current collection 
is greater than in previous lines. 
Surface interest is to be found 
in heather effects and matte- 
finished stretched and boucle 
fabrics. 

Colors run the prism gamut 
in exciting jewel tones. Also 
seen are muted colors and pale 
pastels harmoniously blending 
in the printed numbers. All 
prints are silk screened on wov- 
en Lastex. These come in a 
variety of designs including 
plaids, checks, florals abstracts 
and jacquards. 

Lastex-Content Suits 

Woven elasticized suits come 
in a variety of fiber combina- 
tions. Consequently, there is 
great diversity in the collection. 
The elasticized suits all have as 
a filling either Lastex, Vyrene, 
or Lycra. To produce what 
Roxanne calls shantung Lastex, 
two types of yarns are used. 
Acetate is the major one and a 
silk slub or rayon slub, compris- 
ing four to six per cent of the 
total composition, is used to 
create the special surface tex- 
ture. 

In the production of satin 
Lastex the same filler is used as 
the core of either a dull or lus- 
trous Acetate yarn. To create 
the special surface texture that 
brushed Lastex has, the Lastex, 
Vyrene, or Lycra filler wrapped 
in an acetate wrap is merely sub- 
jected to a brushing process. 

Richly Textured Surfaces 

Of these, shantung Lastex is 
the predominant fabric for suits 
in the collection. Elegance in 
its richly textured surface ex- 
plains its popularity as a swim 
suit fabric. It is used effectively 
in solid color suits whereon the 
texture is visibly apparent as, 
for example, in purple and 
emerald green suits that are 
highlighted by soft shirring on 
the bodice and front. But the 


fabric is used most successfully 
on colorful prints as evidenced 
by an incandescent floral and a 
Chinese floral in many shades of 
blue. Paisley prints are seen 
with tourmaline green and blue 
as the predominant colors of 
each suit. 

Vari-colored butterflies are 
the design motif of an additional 
shantung Lastex, and gold and 
orange Indian coins on white 
decorate another. 

Far Eastern Influence 

One particularly outstanding 
model is a Far Eastern filigree 
print in shades of gold and gray. 
This suit, which demonstrates 
advanced styling innovation 
furthers the Oriental look with 
a tunic shirt detailed on its slit 
sides by frog closings. 

Satin Lastex, a shiny, rich 
lustered fabric, is featured in 
many suits. Two boy leg num- 
bers, one in a cerise and honey- 
comb print and the other in a 
sunburst print in shades of char- 
treuse and orange, are seen. 
Fioral and abstract prints also 
reproduce well on satin Lastex. 

A knitted look is achieved 
with brushed Lastex in a suit 
of multi-color and multi-sized 
checks in vivid colors. Black 
forms the bold outlines defining 
the checks. 

Lastex in a sharkskin con- 
struction features a bolero effect 
on its button trimmed bodice. 
Shades of green gold and gray 
in a linear pattern, form a tailor- 
ed woven stripe Lastex with 
self-covered button trim. 


Knitted Swimwear 

Knitted suits come in new and 
interesting constructions. Fiber 
ingredients of the knitted num- 
bers are Orlon, cotton and rub- 
ber or Orlon, wool and rubber. 
A heather knit tank suit is one 
outstanding example of the knits 
this year. The bodice is finely 
striped in gray and white while 
the pants are solid gray. An- 
other heather knit is also 
executed in gray and comes in 
two pieces the bra of which has 
built-up straps and trunks are 
proportioned fit. 

Black elasticized nylon knit 
is seen in the sleekest fitting suit 
possible, a clinging maillot. Ny- 
lon knit also comes in a boucle

LOS ANGELES, Calif. — Lightweight texture and loft, continu- 
ance of the low, low back, and a very definitely lowered waistline 
are newsworthy in the 1961 line of Elizabeth Stewart Swimwear. 
The firm is now in its fifth year of operation. Necklines are beauti- 
fully molded in scoop, V, or squared-off cuts, and low backs are 


etched in deep V’s or U’s, 
igure-eight effects or daring di- 
amond cut-outs below semi-low 
backs. 

The dropped waistline is 
achieved by low asymmetrical 
draping, middy and overblouse 
effects which hug the hips, belt- 
ing at the hips, and by banded 
or buttoned detailing encircling 
the hips. 

Variety of Construction 

Fabric and construction news 
is the heavily promoted Stewart 
souffle Lastex, matelasse Lastex, 
Vyrene and acetate that simu- 
lates satin, knits of Helanca 
nylon, Orlon or cotton, Arnel 
jersey and a Stewart classic, 
woven cotton.

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Knitting Principles 


Fundamentals Of Warp Knit Engineering —Part 6

THE shape of filament cross-section determines to considerable 
extent the mechanical properties of yarns and their visual appear- 
ance. It is reasonable to assume that some of the mechanical and 
visual characteristics will be propagated into the resultant tricot 
or Raschel fabrics. This assumption is correct for some yarn 


properties and incorrect for 
others. For example, a_ stiff 
monofilament material will pro- 
duce a correspondingly stiff fab- 
ric. Yet, inextensible yarn may 
render through appropriate con- 
struction an elastic fabric. Thus, 
cotton, although hardly stretch- 
able in comparison to nylon or 
acetate, may be knit into jersey 
endowed with a good measure 
of stretch. 

SHAPE OF CROSS-SECTION 
\ND SURFACE CHARACTERISTICS 
—Cross-sectional shape, outside 
its contribution to mechanical 
performance of yarn and fabric, 
is also of great consequence in 
determining many other proper- 
ties as well. All other factors 
equal, the shape of filament 
cross-section has a definite bear- 
ing on the following aspects: 
Luster, cover, opacity, hand, sur- 
face morphology, coefficient of 
friction, permeability, heat re- 
tention, wearing powers of the 
yarn and, to a degree, the fabric. 

For the same cross-sectional 
area, the filaments may be ex- 
truded in a round, elliptical, rec- 
tangular, dogbone, polygonal or 
other shape. In each case the 
cross-section perimeter (or cir- 
cumference) is different although 
the area remains the same. 

A round, elliptical, dogbone, 
ete. cross-section will produce a 
smooth surfaced filament. A 
lobular, serrated or irregular out- 
line cross-section will result in 
striations on its surface which 
have a major influence on the 
filament appearance and some of 
its physical, in particular, opti- 
cal properties. 

The part played by the shape 
of cross-section in the mechani- 
cal behavior of filaments and 
yarns was amply dealt with in 
the preceeding article. The con- 
tribution of cross-section to other 
yarn properties will now be dis- 
cussed. ‘he surface area of a 
filament is equal to its length 
by the perimeter 
length. or a unit length of 


filament, the area surface varies 
directly with the perimeter. 

Shown on Figure 2 are three 
cross-sections a, b, c each of 
unit area. It will be seen the peri- 
meter of (a) —circle is the short- 
est, while that of (b)—thin rec- 
tangle is the largest. In between 
these two extremes there is a 
host of intricate filament shapes, 
like (c), of varying perimeter 
length. One might expect the 
rectangular filament exposing a 
large area to provide the best 
cover and smoothest fabric tex- 
ture. This, however, is not the 
case. Such filament when bent 
into loops becomes twisted and 
no longer lays its flat surface in 
the fabric plane. Consequently, 
the fabric will have poor cover, 
firm hand and rough texture 
(this is readily observed on cloths 
containing flat metallic yarns.) 

The flat filaments assembled 
into a yarn strand exhibit an 
undesirable tendency to cohere 
and coalesce into a monofila- 
ment-like form. This will again 
render a fabric of poor cover, 
harsh texture and stiff hand. 
Such coalescence of yarn strand 
cannot happen with round cross- 
section filament on account of 
the curvature preventing intimate 
contact between the adjacent fila- 
ment surfaces. Generally speak- 
ing, for the same cross-sectional 
area, a round shaped filament 
whether serrated or smooth will 
produce a soft, opaque and well- 
covered fabric. 


The influence of filament 


cross-section on luster is of par- 
ticular interest. It has been es- 
tablished that luster increases 
with roundness of cross-section 
and smoothness of filament sur- 
face. In this case the incident 
light is reflected from the sur- 
face and the refracted portion, 
in turn, reflected from the in- 
terior of the filament. The outer 
and inner reflections combine to 
generate an intense luster effect. 

The high luster of rayon and 
acetate both of which have an 
irregular cross-section is ex- 
plained by considering them as- 
sembled from a large number of 
minute cylindrical filaments ori- 
entated parallel to each other. 

Flat cross-section filaments re- 
fract and transmit a larger pro- 
portion of incident light than 
those of round cross-section and 
therefore appear less lustrous. 
For example, silk with triangu- 
lar cross-section displays a sub- 
dued type of luster as compared 
to rayon or acetate. 

Luster should not be confused 
with glitter effect featured by 
some newly introduced yarns of 
star-like or tri-lobar cross-sec- 
tion. Light falling on the filament 
at a certain angle is refracted 
and totally reflected from its in- 
terior surfaces acting like a mir- 
ror (prismatic binoculars utilize 
the principle of total refraction/ 
reflection for directing the rays 
into the eyepieces). As a result, 
the filament exhibits a very in- 
tense luster and sparkle when 
viewed from a suitable angle. 
Such filaments when knit into 
tricot fabrics produce a lively 
sparkle regardless of the angle 
of incident light. The yarn in 
the course of loop forming ac- 
tion is turned into every possible 
angle including one necessary 
for total reflection. Whenever the 
eye perceives the yarn at this

angle the reflected light will re- 
sult in sparkle effect. 

Increasing use is now being 
made of filament shape as a 
means for imparting to the tabric 
certain desirable properties for 
specific end-use characteristics. 
Thus, a rectangular shaped, high 
denier acetate filament has been 
introduced expressly for the 
manufacture of tricot dress fab- 
rics. The relatively coarse and 
stiff filaments convey to the fab- 
ric a crisp hand and an attractive 
crystal like glint. Modified shape 
nylon filaments are also applied 
with advantage in tricot fabrics 
suitable for print base, under- 
wear and outerwear. Heavier 
denier yarns featuring filaments 
with flat and folded upon itself 
cross-section are now on the 
market both in rayon and ace- 
tate. Some have straw-like hand, 
stiffness and high surface gloss 
which makes them a_ natural 
choice for articles like millinery 
nets, braids, belts, handbags, 
speaker grills, etc.** Other 
yarns in a variety of cross-sec- 
tions and deniers are tailored 
for such end-uses as pile fabrics, 
outerwear cloths or even as or- 
namental threads. Most of them, 
while too heavy in denier to 
be used in tricot, may easily be 
applied on a Raschel basis. 

Tubular or hollow cross-sec- 
tion filaments merit special in- 
terest because of their high tor- 
sional and flexural rigidity and 
volume of air entrapped inside 
the filament tube. Hollow fila- 
ment yarns were manufactured in 
Europe before World War II 
under the name Celta and Bubb- 
fil. Tricot fabrics made with such 
yarns had an excellent bulk, 
cover, heat rentention (due to 
entrapped air), moisture absorp- 
tion (capillary effect) and rapid 
crease recovery. Despite these 
advantages, production of hol- 
low yarns was abandoned be- 
cause of unresolved extrusion 
difficulties. It is likely, however, 
they may be resurrected in the 
future.** 

Cross-section shape of fila- 
ments has also bearing on wear 
resistance and soil rentention. 
Elliptical, dogbone and flat cross- 
section fibers are able to with- 
stand the wear better than round

Nylon Tricot 
Nylon tricot has many advan- 


pared with woven fabrics of 
about ten years ago, said Mr. 
Symonds. The latter were gen- 
erally viscose or acetate rayon. 
Nylon is quick drying and has 
obvious advantages for people 
who travel or have limited 
laundry facilities. When properly 
processed, the nylon fabric is set 
flat and will have excellent crease 
shedding properties, thus making 
ironing virtually unnecessary. As 
a medium for pleated or flounced 
trimmings it is possible to pro- 
duce a very fine sheer fabric, but 
one capable of withstanding 
much wearing and washing. The 
modern two bar machine on 
Which the majority of this fabric 
is made cruises at a thousand or 
more courses per minute, much 
aster than the fabric production 
ate of the fastest plain loom.

insufficient control to cope with 
the larger amounts of fabric or, 
which could be just as likely, a 
desire to produce cheaper cloth 
by skimping essential processes. 
Several years ago nylon tricot 
was made from thrown yarns 
with seven turns per inch but by 
improvements in both yarn man- 
ufacture and warping techniques 
it was found possible to produce 
a perfectly acceptable fabric 
from an unthrown yarn which 
was obviously cheaper. However 
when warping this yarn with 
no twist in it, uniformity of ten- 
sion and reduction of static is of 
extreme importance. 
Modifications Needed 


Because of the high coefficient 
of friction between older types 
of porcelain pot eyes and con- 
tinuous filament nylon, it is 
essential to reduce this to a 
minimum by using sintered pil- 
lars and eyes at all points of yarn 
contact on the creel. Since the 
advent of the universal use of 
flat yarn this has become in- 
creasingly important because of 
the risk of broken filaments and 
the ease with which these loose 
filaments can be rubbed back to 
form slubs and breakages. It is 
advisable, he said, to check ten- 
sions both on the creel and at 
the warp sheet. Recommenda- 
tions suggest that this is kept to 
a minimum somewhere in the 
region of five grams, but Mr. 
Symonds and his colleagues have 
found lately that when using 
electronic siub detectors tensions 
up to 10 grams give a regulai 
warp sheet to the detector thus 
giving a more positive and _ re- 
liable action resulting in good 
warps with a minimum of 
trouble. The most common ten 
sioner in Britain is still the dise 
and pillar device, but in Amer- 
ica, in particular, work is being 
done on evaluating magnetic 
tension devices on the discs 
which give a degree of uniform 
control over the whole of the 
creel. One apparatus is divided 
into four control blocks so that 


the ends with the longest run 
can have the least tension on 
them, while the other apparatus 
relies on the voltage drop over 
the distance which automatically 
results in decreased tension at 
the farthest point on the creel. 
Warping Procedures 


In warping for tricot knitting, 
Mr. Symonds continued, both 
the direct and indirect systems 
are in general use. The indirect 
system would seem initially to 
be obvious for maintaining high 
quality. The yarn is wound 
regularly and carefully on to a 
mill until enough ends are built 
up for a full knitting beam and 
then these ends are transferred 
entirely to the beam for the knit- 
ting unit. In the direct system 
the yarn is warped directly on to 
a full or part beam which may 
be 21, 28, 42 or 84 inches wide 
and these units are placed to- 
gether to form the knitting beam. 
Improved yarn quality and the 
use of electronic slub catchers 
permits beaming rates up to 350 
yards per minute. Using these 
catchers, said Mr. Symonds, we 
have found that 200 yards per 
minute is the lowest speed below 
which the detectors are not being 
used to their full benefit. 

It is generally accepted that 
humidity in the warping shop is 
a good method of cutting static 
and somewhere in the region of 
50 per cent humidity is effective, 
but high voltage eliminators are 
also to be recommended. Trou- 
ble is sure to develop without at 
least one form of static reduction. 

When a fully dull yarn is 
used the delustrant in the yarn 
may have an effect on the yarn’s 
surface characteristics, increasing 
its abrasive properties and thus 
producing more wear on all knit- 
ting elements which come into 
contact with it. Therefore, these 
parts must be examined regu- 
larly. Grooves can be cut by 
abrasion in the guides and needle 
hooks and sharp edges may de- 
velop. Where the yarn is forced 
through during the knitting ac- 
tion at an acute angle, wear can 
cause broken filaments. 

In Britain both bearded and 
compound needle two-bar units 
have their enthusiasts, but ac- 
cording to Mr. Symonds experi-

ence suggests that comparable 
performance and fabric quality 
can be obtained with careful 
maintenance. 

A new fabric calls for close 
cooperation between the knitting 
and finishing sections. “The grey 
cloth should be constructed in 
such a manner that when setting 
on the stenter it is not necessary 
to use excessive Over- or under- 
feed to achieve the desired finish 
quality.” Some means of check- 
ing uniformity on a given quality 
is needed when a number of 
machines are used. Convention- 
ally, one measures the run in 
which the length of yarn from 
each beam is knitted into 480 
courses. With different types of 
fabrics the length will vary within 
about half inch limits. Weft bars 
are one of the main causes of 
poor appearance in tricot, and 
are usually caused by stop marks 
or variations in take-up or beam 
let-off motion. Stops should be 
kept at a minimum and skilled 
maintenance will prevent shading 
across a piece caused by faulty 
let-off motions. 

Weighing Cloth 


A more reliable method of 
checking general fabric quality, 
rather than by counting courses 
on the machine by diffraction 
gratings, is to take standard 
pieces of cloth, say 400 rack 
pieces, and weigh these accu- 
rately. Changes of quality show 
up as weight variations and a 
tolerance of plus or minus one 
per cent may be accepted before 
any changes are made. 

To assess quality, Mr. Sym- 
onds went on, the next stage 
would be to accept the faults as 
tabulated by the knitter on the 
piece ticket or to examine the 
knitted fabric in the grey. In a 
small plant grey examination is 
perhaps not needed; but in a 
large plant it is reasonable to 
examine part or all of each 
knitter’s work. Faults usually are 
ends out or prominent stop 
marks. Obvious ways to improve 
quality is to reduce stop marks 
and broken ends and the length 
of fault when these occur. 

The electronic scanners em- 
ployed in America, he said, have 
drawbacks. They do not always

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Knitting Equipment Developments 


Knitting Machinery Operation Via Electronic Control

FOLLOWING attempts that have met with varying degrees of 
success to utilize electromagnetic and electronic devices to initiate 
and terminate certain functions on knitting machines, there is 
now being offered in England a fully automatic production unit 
comprising six to eight V-type machines which are electronically 


controlled in every detail. 
Inseparably associated with 
this development in its existing 
form is a scheme for the pro- 
duction of high class dress goods 
by a method of knitting which 
hitherto has been confined to 
the manufacture of the Basque 
style of beret. All the needles 
required to produce a garment 
or garment part are put into 
action to receive yarn at the 
first course and, except when 
loops are transferred for pattern- 
ing purposes, a loop remains on 
every needle while the blank is 
being made. Needles retain their 
loops when they are not being 
actually used and, although fab- 
ric is salveged, shaping is done 
without employing the conven- 
tional method of narrowing and 
widening. Needles at either or 
both ends of the full knitting 
width can be kept out of action 
holding their old loops while 
any number of courses is made, 
subject to the condition that 
whenever more than one of them 
is required to be brought back 
into action at any course they 
are the last needles to knit dur- 
ing the making of that particu- 
lar course. Alterations of effec- 
tive knitting width in excess of 
one needle must take place by 
increasing or decreasing the 
number of knitting needles at 
courses which begin with the 
cam carriage on the side remote 
from the side of the machine on 
which these needles lie. 
Within the full knitting width 
there is no practical limit to the 
number of needles by which a 
course can be lengthened or 
shortened in relation to the 
course that immediately pre- 
cedes it. Shaping by this method 
has been termed tailor knitting 
and the new electronically oper- 
ated type of machine on which 
the three dimensional _tailor- 
knitted blanks are producible is 
known as the Tailor Knitting 
Machine. A feature of the ma- 


chine is that it knits garments 
such as shirts, dresses, coats and 
suits, with the courses running 
in lengthwise direction instead of 
horizontally. 

Complete equipment for the 
operation and control of a set 
comprising six to eight Tailor 
knitting machines consists of a 
design drafting board, a coding 
desk, a tape perforating desk, a 
tape reading cubicle and a mas- 
ter control cubicle. In addition 
there is an auxiliary control cu- 
bicle with each knitting machine. 

This electronic knitting ma- 
chine has a working width of 72 
inches and is offered in gauges 
ranging from eight to 16 needles 
per inch. It has eight yarn car- 
riers, provision being made for 
pigtail tie-up magazine supply 
from two packages for each car- 
rier. There are package stands 
at each end of the machine and 
an automatic tension control 
unit is available for each end of 
yarn. 

The machine frame is de- 
signed on kinematic principles. 
It is mounted on four resilient 
feet, two situated at the extrem- 
ities of the machine at the back 
and two close together in the 
center at the front. Each of the 
back feet lies below a side plate 
which is welded to a substantial 
tubular member that extends 
across the full width of the ma- 
chine and the front feet are 
fastened to a centrally located 
vertical plate that is also welded 
to the tubular member. The ef- 
fect of bending moments, due 
to the weight of the machine, is 
absorbed by the tubular member 
and not passed on to the needle- 
beds. 


Needlebeds 

The needlebeds are of hard- 
ened anodized aluminum and 
are made up of six inch sections 
to allow of easy replacement in 
case of damage. They are mount- 


ed in a special way so that 
necessary corrections be 
made should they become mis- 
aligned. The machine employs 
two-piece needles made of stain- 
less steel and there is a jack and 
a clavette working in conjunc- 
tion with each needle. The butts 
of the jacks pass along the face 
of a magnetic cam and when 
this cam is energized the jack 
is drawn magnetically up the 
cam face so that the needle is 
lifted to clearing height. The 
lowering of the needles is effect- 
ed by stitch cams in the normal 
way. 


Cam Box 

The cam box, which is ten 
inches wide, contains a double 
system of knitting cams to make 
two courses per traverse move- 
ment; it also incorporates cam- 
ming for loop transference. The 
rear needle bed has a racking 
movement over twelve needle 
spaces to right and left of its 
central position and it can be 
racked either one, two or three 
needle spaces at once. One of 
the needlebeds also has a half 
rack movement to facilitate the 
transference of loops from one 
bed to the other. 

The machine offers unrestrict- 
ed scope for the selection of 
needles of both beds for knitting 
and missing up to a depth of 300 
courses, and loop transferring 
can be done selectively as well 
as collectively. 

In terms of the linear speed 
of the cam box the machine can 
attain a speed of 135 feet per 
minute and there are 16 possible 
speeds, ranging from zero to this 
maximum, which can be pre- 
selected. It is a feature of the 
machine that the cam box only 
traverses the actual knitting 
width at each stroke, thus sav- 
ing some 35 per cent of the total 
distance that would otherwise 
have to be covered. 

The cam box runs on tracks 
at rear and front of the ma- 
chine and is driven by twin steel 
belts. The belts pass round pul- 
leys at each end of the machine, 
these pulleys constituting an in- 
tegral part of a Servo motor gear 
unit that is bolted to the frame- 
work. The track at the rear lies 


on either side of a rack and the 
weight of the cam box is taken 
by four nylon-tired ball races, 
Another four nylon-tired ball 
races are mounted on vertical 
axles to run on each side of the 
track and thus keep the cam 
box perpendicular to the line of 
motion. Two closely set and cen- 
trally disposed nylon ball races 
running on a flat steel track 
take the weight of the cam box 
at the front of the machine. The 
rack member at the rear and f 
the front track plate have screw 
adjustments to align them with 
the needlebeds and there are 
additional rollers at front and 
back to prevent the cam box 
from moving upwards. A slip- 
ping clutch is provided for emer- 
gencies and mechanical and elec- 
trical stops are fitted at each end 
of the machine. 

The cam box is pressurized to 
keep out dust and mounted on 
it, along with the cams, there 
are magnetic selectors for ini- 
tiating the clearing and _ trans- 
ferring movements of selected 
needles, eight stitch cam actua- 
tors for determination of stitch 
length, transfer cam_ solenoids, 
dust extractor, corrector unit, 
plugs and sockets. 


Take-Up Mechanism 

The fabric take-up mechan- 
ism embodies two long shafts 
that extend across the full width 
of the machine. These shafts 
carry toothed wheels made of 
nylon, the wheels being stag- 
gered so that fabric as it is 
drawn off assumes a wavy ap- 
pearance when viewed from 
above. 

When the machine is in op- 
eration the shafts are rotated 
by a motor at a speed that al- 
lows for maximum take-down 
and when fabric becomes avail- 
able as knitting proceeds it 1s 
drawn off by the appropriate 
wheels until no further take- 
down is possible, the wheels 
then slipping on the shafts. 

Where non-knitting occuls. 
the wheels continue to slip until 
the needles come back into at- 
tion again. The staggered ar 
rangement of the wheels obviates 
the necessity for altering theif

See Shift To Classics, 
Natural Fibers In Knits 


BOSTON, Mass. — A strong 
trend toward classic styles and 
greater interest in natural fibers 


for ladies’ sweaters next spring 
is foreseen by Paul Coveny, knit 
and sportswear buyer, of 
Walker - Stetson Company. He 
also predicts a more price con- 
scious market. 

“I can buy jerseys, sportswear 
and swim suits with confidence,” 
Mr. Coveney said, “but the 
situation in regard to women’s 
sweaters leaves a lot to be de- 
sired. The demand for bulkies 
is good but some downward 
price revision is needed. Our 
retailers also give us the impres- 
sion that they are finding the 
multitude of textured novelty 
fabrics and the increasing num- 
ber of new synthetic yarns con- 
fusing. To keep abreast of the 
great variety in styling and new 
fibers, a retailer would need to 
carry an expansive stock and 
simply refuses to consider the 
outlay. Many are content to do 
a thoroughgoing job on one or 
two lines and naturally revert 
to the conservative and conven- 
tional. 

“We plan to offer a good deal 
of cotton and there appears to 
be increasing interest in wool. 
Plaid knits are likely to be big 
and we expect coordinates will 
continue good. The boatneck 


seems to be the moSt popular 
neckline and colorwise, lilac and 
the pastels will be outstanding 
as we see it. There also is a 
better demand for solid colors 
among our people and for 
spring, we are likely to lean 
away from stripes and multi- 
color patterns.” 

Mr. Coveney also said that 
in his opinion the increasing 
demand for knit dresses was 
cutting into the sweater market 
and that it was not logical to 
expect it to stimulate sweater 
sales. This firm plans its spring 
sweater line with an eye to the 
fall and contemplates less of the 
strictly seasonal styles. 

The situation in children’s 
styles is reversed, Mr. Coveney 
said. Here, imports from Japan 
are forcing more novelty styling 
and quality. The classics may 
be expected on the bargain 
counters and in low price chains 
and getting away from. this 
competition means getting away 
from the conventional. 

This firm anticipates a good 
season for knit swimwear and 
the lighter the knit the better. 
Stylewise, a trend toward mail- 
lots and also wider shoulder 
straps was noted.

Allied Chemical Corporation 
as acquired the new process for 
€ manufacture of caprolactam, 
veloped by Snia Viscos, Milan, 
ltaly. The new process, not yet 
‘1 commercial use, was devel- 
ped in the laboratories of the 
ilan-based chemical and fiber 
producer from whom Allied has 


acquired exclusive rights for 
United States and Canada. The 
process, which has been under 
study by Allied for some months, 
differs from that currently in use 
by Allied, the sole producer of 
caprolactam in the United States. 
caprolactam is the monomer for 
nylon 6, the basis of Allied’s 
Caprolan. 

Starting with raw material 
toluene instead of phenol, the 
addition of the Snia Viscosa pro- 
cess to Allied’s Hopewell, Va., 
complex, is expected to provide 
Allied with broad flexibility in 
its operations including the pro- 
duction of derivatives and inter- 
mediates of commercial impor- 
tance other than caprolactam. 
Allied commenced caprolactam 
production in 1954 as part of its 
nylon 6 program. 

Allied expects its collabora- 
tion with Snia Viscosa to result 
in substantial new applications 
for nylon 6 molding compound. 
Allied has previously announced 
its plan to expand its monomer 
nylon 6 tire yarn production and 
to install facilities for the manu- 
facture of textile yarns.

Traced To Synthetics 


Man-made fibers have been 
responsible in many ways for 
revolutionizing America’s textile 
industry, according to the 32- 
page Man-Made Fibers Fact 
Book released by the Man-Made 
Fiber Products Association, Inc. 

The book points out that the 
qualities and characteristics of 
man-made fibers “are  engi- 
neered for different purposes. 
Textile designers use these indi- 
vidual characteristics to create 
fabrics from a single man-made 
fiber, or they build in desired 
properties by blending two or 
more fibers. The result is a tre- 
mendous increase in the number 
of available fabrics.” 

Science and imagination have 
played a major part in develop- 
ment of the man-made fiber in- 
dustry which “is not now and 
never has been walled in by 
tradition and custom.” It was 
launched with a single fiber. 
Now there are 17. 

“The textile scientists can be 
credited with many innovations 
never dreamed of in pre-man- 
made fiber days,” the book con- 
tinues, “such as permanent 
creases, heat-set pleats, light-

LONDON, England—Britain 
has already established a new 
record this year for its produc- 
tion of man-made fibers, with 
wo months of the year still to

productive capacity in some of 
the fibers been available. 

Most sections of the industry 
ire working at full capacity and 
have long order books. Expan- 
‘ons now in hand make it 
virtually certain that the record 
will be substantially passed next 
year and raised further in each 
Succeeding year. 

At the same time, it is becom- 
ig Increasingly clear that no 
one fiber is the miracle fiber 
once so confidently expected, as 
‘ome of the qualities demanded 
‘fe mutually exclusive. 

All fibers available — both 


man-made and natural—are be- 
coming more versatile and hence 
more competitive. Indeed, the 
most notable contributor to the 
present record is the oldest 
man-made fiber, rayon, which 
has made a comeback after 
some jean years. 

Rayon and acetates account 
for more than three-quarters of 
all British man-made fiber pro- 
duction. Courtaulds, with 85 
per cent of the output, domi- 
nates the rayon market; the only

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and cotton, to improve their 
washability and crease-resist- 
ance. Both enjoy a small but 
fast-growing industrial market, 
but again they have different 
appeals: nylon in the uses where 
an elastic fiber is wanted, Tery- 
lene where a rigid fiber is pre- 
ferred. 

Recently, however, there has 
been some evidence that in the 
consumer goods field, at least, 
Terylene and nylon are likely 
to become increasingly competi- 
tive. Both are trying to invade 
the knitwear field with bulked 
filament yarns having a broadly 
similar appearance to that of 
wool, but having certain advan- 
tages over it. Bulked nylon has 
been established for some time. 
Now Imperial Chemical Indus- 
tries is in the field with its own 
bulked textured Terylene yarn, 
Crimplene. Competition here 
will almost certainly become in- 
creasingly fierce, both between 
nylon and Terylene and with 
the still more recent acrylic 
fibers. 

The acrylics, which, at the 
moment, hold the smallest share 
of the market for man-made 
fibers, are growing most rapidly 


of all. These combine the wash- 
ability and shrink-resistance of 
the other synthetics with a soft 
“handle” which challenges wool 
itself. Acrylics are already 
widely used in knitwear and are 
winning an increasing market, 
usually as blends with wool or 
with rayon in such products as 
suitings, blankets and carpets. 

Courtaulds, with its Courtelle, 
has the most ambitious plans for 
the British market. The com- 
pany intends to triple its present 
capacity of 10 million Ibs. of 
acrylic fiber within the next 
three years; earlier this year it 
only spoke of doubling it. 
Chemstrand, so far the leading 
U.S. company in the British 
field, makes its acrylic, Acrilan, 
in Northern Ireland. There are 
no immediate plans to increase 
the present capacity of 10 mil- 
lion Ibs., but the company is 
preparing an ambitious selling 
campaign for Acrilan products, 
including carpets of 100 per 
cent. Acrilan selling at medium- 
to-high prices. 

Finally, Du Pont, whose Or- 
lon is already imported in sub- 
stantial quantities, will presum- 
ably increase its assault on the 
British market when its very 


large Dutch plant, with an 
annual capacity of over 17 mil- 
lion Ibs., is in full production 
at the end of 1960. 

In the long run, then, it is 
clear that the synthetic fibers 
can go on for a very long time 
increasing their share of the 
textile market, as their produc- 
tion capacity and versatility in- 
creases. The experience of re- 
cent years suggests, however, 
that the market for all textiles 
as a whole is growing fast 
enough to ensure that rayon, 
and indeed the natural fibers, 
given adequate technical enter- 
prise, can go on increasing their 
own sales, though in less pro- 
portion than the others.

American Viscose Corpora- 
tion has produced Avril rayon 
staple in pilot quantities on com- 
mercial equipment with greatly 
increased strength and tough- 
ness. The fiber has been known 
as Fiber 40. In making the an- 
nouncement, George L. Storm, 
vice president and director of 
sales of the corporation’s fibers 
division, stated: ““Now Avril ray- 


en not only has the stability 
comparable to cotton, but fab- 
ric strength, wet and dry, will 
equal or exceed cotton. The new 
fiber will be the strongest rayon 
staple ever produced for the tex- 
tile industry. This, along with its 
stability, puts the new fiber into 
a class never before approached 
by a cellulosic.” 

The strength characteristics 
permits the spinning of finer 
yarns and widens the potential 
area of blending applications 
with cotton as well as synthetic 
fibers. The inherent stability of 
the new Avril permits fabric pre- 
shrinking on conventional equip- 
ment. Fabrics of this fiber will 
readily accept resin finishes for 
wash and wear applications. The 
strength of resin treated fabrics 
made from the new fiber will be 
from 50 to 100 per cent strong- 
er than like fabrics made with 
current stable rayon or cotton. 

“Avril rayon is now being 
widely used in blouses and dress 
fabrics and as part of an intim- 
ate blend in towels and draper- 
ies. In addition, it is being tested 
in key markets in men’s shirts.” 
said Mr. Storm. “With the broad 
versatility of the new fiber, ray-

Patents 
New Ways To Spin, 
Knit And Shrinkproof 


A spinneret for producing ar- 
tificial yarn has been patented 
by Paul A. Simpson of Nitro, W. 
Va., and William P. Dooley of 
Wallingford, Pa., and assigned 
to American Viscose Corpora- 
tion, Philadelphia. 

The invention produces artifi- 
cial yarn from a yarn-spinning 
material. It has a cup-shaped 
spinneret with openings on the 
face through which the yarn- 
spinning material is extruded. 

The assembly has a cylindri- 
cal portion formed integrally 
with the face portion, an inward- 
ly directed flange on the cylind- 
rical portion at the end opposite 
the face portion, an elongated 
tubular coupling member having 
an outwardly directed flange on 
one end. The outwardly direc- 
ted flange has a smaller diameter 
than the internal diameter of the 
inwardly directed flange of the 
spinneret. The outwardly direc- 
ted flange is within the spin- 
neret. A resilient ring-shaped 
gasket between the flanges has 
an internal diameter smaller 
than that of the outwardly di- 
rected flange and an outside di- 
ameter larger than that of the 
inwardly directed one. A cylind- 
rical element presses the flanges 
and coupling member toward 
one another to compress the gas- 
ket between to form a seal. The 
cylindrical element has the same 
diameter as the cylindrical por- 
tion, forming a continuous cyl- 
indrical surface for the assembly.

A process to shrinkproof wool 
by mechanical treatment has 
been patented and assigned to 
the U. S. Secretary of agricul- 
ture. The inventor is Thomas J. 
Coe of Albany, Calif. 

The process cards wool fibers 
with card wires that have a fine- 
ly pitted surface to selectively 
engage the scale formations on 
the fibers and smooth them with- 
out damaging the fiber.

— A 
change in delivery provisions of 
invitations to bid has been made 
by the Military Clothing and 
Textile Supply Agency, to re- 
quire earlier deliveries when 
awards are made prior to expira- 
tion of the option period. 

In order to program the deliv- 
ery dates into the agency’s data 
processing system, deliveries will 
be listed as Ist, 2nd and 3rd, 
rather than Novernber, Decem- 
ber, January, etc. 

The meaning of the symbols 
is: Ist delivery, within 90 days | 
after award; 2nd delivery, addi- 
tional within 120 days after 
award; 3rd delivery, additional 
150 days after award. 

Invitations will continue to 
cite an option period, but the 
agency will endeavor to make 
awards as soon as possible after 
the bid opening, and deliveries 
will be due within the specified 
number of days following award.

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Imports 

Says New Duties 
On Wool Fabric 
May Be Helpful 


Potentially the new schedule 
of U. S. wool cloth duties an- 
nounced by the State Depart- 
ment on November 9 “appears to 
be more favorable to the U. S. 
woolen and worsted industry 
than the rates applied under the 
Geneva Reservation,” according 
to Edwin Wilkinson, president, 
National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers. “But only time 
will reveal its adequacy,” he 
stated. 

“The 25 per cent ad valorem 
duty under the Geneva Reser- 
vation is eliminated, along with 
its tendency to force commit- 
ments for foreign goods at the 
bargains this low rate made pos- 
sible,” Mr. Wilkinson added. 
“Special treatment for high pric- 
ed goods is ended. The new 
duty arrangement takes the as- 
pect of a further development 
rather than the end of the Amer- 
ican industry’s import problem.” 

New Rates January 

The new rates become effect- 
ive next January |. They are: 
38 per cent of value on most 
goods with a foreign value of 
over $2 per pound; 60 per cent 
of value on goods with a foreign 
value up to about $1.26 per 
pound; 76 cents per pound on 
goods with a foreign value of 
about $1.26 to $2 per pound; 
25 per cent on certain religious 
and narrow hand-woven fabrics. 
The specific duty of 37% cents 
per pound on most fabrics con- 
tinues unchanged. 

Under the Geneva Reserva- 
tion in 1960, 13,500,000 pounds 
of cloth were permitted to enter 
at 25 per cent of value. When 
imports exceeded that amount, 
as they did on March 4, the duty 
rose to 45 per cent on most fab- 
rics; to 30 per cent on additional 
religious and hand-woven fab- 
fies and to 30 per cent on an 
additional 350,000 pounds of 
certain high priced cloths. 

The Geneva Reservation, a 
part of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT), 
has been in effect since 1956. It 
was renegotiated at the request 
of Britain and other nations ex- 
porting wool cloth to the U. S. 
The new duties are a result of 


the renegotiation. 


Mr. Wilkinson pointed out | 
that in spite of the Geneva Res- | 


ervation U. S. imports of low- 


wage wool cloth were at an all- | 
time record high. In the first eight | 
months this year imports soared | 
to 49,764,000 square yards, | 


*more than in any prior full year, 


including 1959 when a new all- | 
time record of 46,610,000 | 


square yards was set. The duty- 


paid sales value of the eight- | 


month imports in the U. S. mar- 
ket is estimated at more than 
$86 million.

Former Czech Firm 
Flourishes In U. S. 


SEATTLE, Wash. — The 
Kaso Knitting Company, found- 
ed some thirty years ago in 
Czechoslovakia, is now a pros- 
perous member of the business 
community here, turning out a 
steady stream of sweaters in 
three years and increasing its 
business tenfold in that period. 

Between World War I and II, 
the Czech company grew stead- 
ily. It had some fifty employees 
when Josef Kalas, son-in-law of 
the founder, went to Chemnitz, 
Germany, to study knitting tech- 
niques. 


Family Fled 

In 1949, Czechoslovakia fell 
to the Communists. Kalas and 
his family fled to West Germany 
and then crossed halfway around 
the world to Australia where 
they re-established their busi- 
ness. 

From there they moved to 
Chicago, and then to Seattle. 

After they had worked two 
years for other companies, they 
set up their own knitting mill. 
They did a business of $15,000

in their first year, $100,000 in 
their second and $160,000 in 
their third. 

Kaso now has tien employes 
in its 3,000 foot plant. In the 
factory, the raw material comes 
up the elevator at the rear and 
passes through the storage and 
pressing room to the knitting 
room where there are five 
Dubied knitting machines and 
one circular Crane machine. 

After the material is knitted 
with pure wool, it is steamed in 
the pressing room and passed 
on to the six Union Special and 
four Singer sewing machines in 
sewing room. 

Next, the sweaters are pressed, 
put into cellophane bags and 
shipped. 

In the storage room is a lunch 
room with a gas stove and a 
refrigerator. 

“We pay the highest wages 
in the city and pride ourselves 
on our high grade of workman- 
ship,” says Mr. Kalas. “Each 
bulky wool sweater that we 
turn out has a fine finish. Every 
one is all wool and carefully 
sewn so that there can be no 
complaints about imperfections. 

“We work together like a hap-

Report Tokyo Raises 
Sweater ExportQuota 


(Continued from Page 1) 
panese Government announced 
in 1958 that it was imposing a 
restrictive quota, limiting the 
exports of these garments to 
260,000 to the United States 
and Canada. This quota re- 
mained in effect only until 
sweater exports to the United 
States exceeded the announced 
limit. When that occurred in 
1959, the announcement was 
made in Tokyo that the quota 
had been revised and that a new 
quota was imposed, but it was 
not to be made public. 

“In 1960, Japanese imports 
continued to rise, thus provok- 
ing this latest report. 

“Naturally, it is not possible 
for them to say just what the 
new quota will be for 1960 un- 
til they are able to tote up the 
sweaters they shipped into our 
market this year. As for the Ja- 
panese sweater quota for 1961, 
it is, Of Course, premature for 
them to set the figure until the 
latter part of that year, when 


the Japanese are able to tell 
The amount of their exports. 

“There has been a misunder- 
standing as to what the Japanese 
sweater export quota is. The 
early impression was that it was 
intended to restrain exports and 
prevent them from flooding the 
American market. No one is 
any longer under this illusion 
except some government people 
in Washington. The Japanese 
sweater quota is more in the na- 
ture of a statement of an ob- 
jective which their exporters are 
to strive to achieve. It is a sales 
goal in the same sense that any 
department store may assign a 
quota to each department, a 
standard of accomplishment to 
be attained in the next period. 

“When the Japanese Govern- 
ment makes public its quota 
and specifically defines the gar- 
ments coming under it and does 
not change it retroactively after 
observing what the unrestricted 
exports amounted to, the Amer- 
ican public may be able to put 
some confidence in the quota 
system. Meanwhile, the Nation- 
al Knitted Outerwear Associa- 
tion will persist in seeking other 
forms of relief from the injuri- 
ous influx of these low-priced 
garments.”

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High-Pile Fabrics 


Wide Variety Of Deep Pile Fabrics 
Exhibited By Manufacturers At NOSA 


The potential uses of pile fab- 
rics have been increased by new 
styling. This was evident in the 
manufacturers’ displays at the 
recent NOSA show. 

Quality furs, for exampie, 
were simulated at the display 
of Glenoit Mills Inc. A Glen 
Otter, with the wet look of 
black hair seal, and a flat-shim- 
mering imitation Alaskan seal 
closely resembled the real thing. 

Glenoit, which recently moved 
from Janesville, Wis., to a new 
plant in Tarboro, N.C., produces 
Verel pile fabrics, knitbacked 
for drapeability. The colors were 
solid, often tipped with white 
or black, and included red for 
accent and a tawny shade like 
a lion’s mane. 

Leopard Effect 

The textile fibers division of 
Union Carbide Chemicals Com- 
pany showed imitation fur in its 
synthetic, Dynel, blended with 
either Verel or mohair, three to 
one. 

Included were a “leopard” 
that, according to a representa- 


tive, has “taken the market by 
storm,” an “otter” and an “oce- 
lot” turned out by Princeton 
Knitting Mills, Inc. 

Union Carbide has also been 
instrumental in developing novel 
pile fabrics that do not imi- 
tate known fabrics. 

A spokesman said the trend 
in pile was to layers, two or 
or more, of different colors to 
give a shimmering, two-tone 
effect. 

The company is working to 
keep pile in high fashion and 
will extend its efforts to co- 
ordinate with mills in designing 
new versions. 

Printing and stitching for a 
three dimensional appearance 
has aroused interest in the trade, 
according to a Princeton rep- 
resentative. Gold and taupe pre- 
dominated. 

For Malden Mills Sales Co., 
Orlon as a liner was big busi- 
ness. Plaids and checks are put 
on the liner and it coordinates 
with rainwear and serves as an 
outer shell. 


Lamb’s wool was also used as 
a liner in the Herda, or light- 
knitted lamb curl or the wider, 
bulkier Himalaya. Greens, golds 
and wheat continued strong. 

Pile fabrics made of 100 per 
cent Acrilan-Spectran acrylic fi- 
bers were featured at The Chem- 
strand Corporation exhibit. The 
company said it has introduced 
the only solution-dyed acrylic 
fiber in America. It is sold in 
color. 

“It has color down to the 
roots which you don’t always 
get in piece dyeing,” a repre- 
sentative said. “It keeps hand 
and luster, too.” 

Also in the exhibit was a 
100 per cent Acrilan fleece, 
now used in women’s wear but 
spreading to men’s apparel. The 
producer is Dyesburg & Morgan 
Inc. 

Prices Cut 

The Borg fabric division of the 
Amphenol-Borg Electronics Cor- 
poration has dropped its prices 
approximately 35 per cent to 
competitive levels and widened 
all its goods from 54 inches to 
60. Its exhibit featured a 100 
per cent Orlon liner at $2.30 
to $5.00, a 100 per cent Orlon 
tweed and Orlon/Verel with a 
heather effect. 


Its 100 per cent Creslan knit. 
ted pile was said to be the 
only one in the market. Olives 
and lodens predominated in g 
range of 32 colors. 

Beaunit Mills, Inc., was push- 
ing an Acrilan pile mostly in 
olives and golds. 

In other developments: Aero- 
Bocker Knitting Millis Inc. pro- 
duced, for the first time, knit 
trimmings in 100 per cent acry- 
lic-Arolon-21 and continued with 
its Stretchlon, a two-way stretch, 
100 per cent nylon wash-and- 
wear. 

e Straus Knitting Mills, In- 
corporated, displayed bulky 
shirts for men and older boys 
with shawl colars of greater 
length than last season. Olive, 
gold, antelope, charcoal and red 
in solids and fancy prints pre- 
dominated. 

e Water repellents were pro- 
moted by DuPont and Minnesota 
Mining & Manufacturing Co. 
DuPont’s booth housed a “Spring 
1961 Showcase of Shower 
Wear,” a tie-in promotion with 
retailers and manufacturers for 
its Zelan. Minnesota Mining dis- 
closed that it is working on ap- 
plication of its Scotchgard to 
knit goods.

pick up faults readily in the 
selvage area and do not respond 
until the fault is an inch from 
the needle bar. In Britain general 
policy has been to make the 
knitter responsible for stopping 
the unit when he sees a fault. 
Normally here each knitter looks 
after five or six units; in the 
U.S.A. it is anything up to 
twenty-two. However, he said, it 
must be noted that in America 
the operative is merely a patroller 
whereas in Britain he is respon- 
sible for re-needling and minor 
adjustments. A new stop mech- 
anism on the dropper principle 
will shortly be offered in Britain 
and in theory should reduce fault 
lengths to the minimum. 

Grey examination can be done 
on a variety of perching units but 
it is advisable to have a scroll 
opening device. 

Mr. Symonds then went on to 
explain how in America storage 
of grey fabric is done in full 
width on rolls, this being the best 
method to avoid creases and 
crush marks. 


In scouring the fabric before 
setting, he said, it is better to 
scour it in full width for the 
same reasons. Although in the 
U.S.A. the majority of finishers 
favor post-setting and use banks 
of infra red heaters, here in 
Britain the conventional method 
is to use hot air, heated by elec- 
tricity, burning gas or burning 
oil. Although setting by hot air 
results in slight discoloration 
which must be removed by 
bleaching if clear pastels shades 
are needed, the use of infra-red 
results in less discoloration. “It 
is generally accepted,” said Mr. 
Symonds, “that a properly preset 
fabric is more dimensionally 
stable to all the tests demanded 
of it in Britain than a commercial 
cloth post set in America.” 

For optimum stability no 
higher yield should be de- 
manded from a cloth than that 
which will reasonably come from 
a given grey construction. If 
cloths of 60 inches wide are set 
from a constructed design for 54 
inches then setting temperatures 
and conditions will have to be 
excessively high to obtain a suf- 
ficient degree of permanent set 
and there is a danger of degrada- 
tion of the yarn with following

reduction in bursting strength and 
wearing properties. The alterna- 
tive of insufficient setting results 
in a gradual loss of width and 
length when the fabric is left in 
finished stock for several weeks. 
Assuming a reasonably con- 
stant quality of fabric has been 
knitted, its yield and density of 
construction can be varied within 
limits by stenter feed adjust- 
ments. Because the knitted fabric 
is extensible by overfeeding it is 
possible to increase the courses 
and pack the cloth in or by in- 
creasing tension and reducing 
the amount fed on to the pins, 
stitch density can be reduced. 
But these adjustments are only 
effective for minor changes. 
Devices fitted to the end of 
the stenter can indicate to the 
operatives if any feed control is 
necessary to maintain uniform 
stitch density. But these are use- 
ful only within certain limits. 
In dyeing nylon tricot Kayser 
Bonder run all their winches un- 
covered (some people believe 
that the stainless steel winch 
should be lined with fabric to 
avoid slippage and snagging). 
This way there is no risk of 
color contamination in chang- 
ing shades. One tip Mr. Symonds 


gave was the use of an old 1§ 
denier nylon stocking rubbed 
against the stainless steel sur. 
faces, when dry, during surface 
checking. The stocking soon |o- 
cates minute roughness. 

A modified winch is now 
available with which the fabric, 
plaited down by the winch, js 
restrained in a deeper section 
at the rear of the unit by a blade 
just below liquor level. This 
blade releases the end to be 
pulled forward to the front roll- 
ers in a loose billowing fold. This 
helps to avoid rope markings in 
the form of diagonal crease 
marks running in from the sely- 
ages. He mentioned how beam 
dyeing is now becoming more 
popular in the British trade. 

After this process cloth would 
normally pass to the stenter for 
finishing. No higher yield should 
be obtained from the fabric than 
that for which it was originally 
set, otherwise an extremely un- 
stable fabric will result. Mr. 
Symonds said: “No one has so 
far to our knowledge devised a 
system of successfully _ rolling 
and presenting to the maker-up 
a roll of tricot without having 
cut off the selvege.” Rotary

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knives are generally used, but 
his company has obtained ex- 
cellent results using a resistance 
heated wire of rhodium-plati- 
num alloy. 

“At this stage,” he said, “we 
take samples from every dye 
lot and pass these to our labora- 
tory for checks on construction, 
stability, strength and color fast- 
ness.” These test pieces must 
come from the body of the piece 
not from the ends where sur- 
prising variations can occur. 

Again, as a control check it 
isuseful to check yardage against 
weight of pieces at this stage 
io ensure the yield figure is 
within 25 per cent tolerance. 

During the final rolling of the 
cloth it is essential that mini- 
mum tension is used, otherwise 
initial loss of width will be fol- 
lowed by creep after laying. 

Mr. Symonds finished his 
paper by saying: “At all stages 
planned maintenance pays div- 
idends, regular checking of knit- 
ting machines, inspection and re- 
placement of elements before the 
damage to yarn, not when they 
are causing trouble, pays. Check 
the leaking steam valves and 
tighten glands and replace gas- 
kets before mysterious patches 
appear on dyed fabric due to 
steam leaks into the bottom of 
dyeing machines while the work 
is standing in them. All these 
things go hand in hand with 
actual examination of the fabric. 
As I stated at the beginning of 
my talk the greater the output of 
a plant the greater the need for 
close control.” 

In a paper on weft knitting, 
given by Mr. G. A. V. Leaf, 
Hosiery & Allied Trades Re- 
search Association, the example 
chosen to illustrate quality con- 
‘ol was an investigation into 
length variation in the produc- 


tion of women’s hose. He out- 
lined how, with the aid of the 
H.A.T.R.A. Hosextender (a re- 
cently developed device which 
measures the welt, leg and foot 
of stockings under uniform ten- 
sion) it was possible to compile 
tabies to ensure that the grey 
hose was, when finished, 
correct length. He mentioned 
that it had been discovered that 


about half the variation normally | 


present in a batch of hose is 
associated with the misalignment 
of knitting heads. 

The two other papers given 
at the conference were con- 
cerned with quality control in 
woven fabrics.

cross-section. 

Filaments of round cross- 
section shed soil easier than 
these of polygonal, serrated or 
lobular cross-section. 

While normally modification 
of the cross-section is carried out 
in the process of extrusion, the 
filament shape may also be al- 
tered by mangling, pressing, 
rolling, etc. This applies to ther- 
moplastic materials only since 
heat is essential to plastize them 
prior to processing. Rolled and 
pressed yarns are sometimes used 
to obtain crepe or other specialty 
effects. 

Modification of the filament 
profile and surface may also 
be accomplished by chemical 
means. A smooth surfaced 
filament may be serrated or 
grained by the action of suitable 
chemicals (e.g. zine chloride). 
The degree of surface treatment 
is controllable by the concentra- 
tion of chemicals and duration 
of their action.”

The purpose 
of utilizing pre-dyed yarn is to 
accomplish one or more of the 
following objectives: 

|. To introduce three, four or 
more different colors in the fab- 
ric (two colors are easily ob- 
tained by cross dyeing). 

2. To provide superior all- 
round fastness, intensity and 
brightness of color. 

3. To obviate the necessity of 
dyeing the entire piece for the 
sake of low number of colored 
pattern or effect threads. 

There are two principal meth- 
ods of imparting color to yarn. 

|. Dyeing in skein or package 
form.

Lease-Purchase Plan 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—

making fabrics of different thick- 
nesses. 


Movement Control 
During the working of any 


/ one of a set of Tailor knitting 


machines there are movement 
changes to be controlled, as un- 


der: 


|. Knitting actions, including 


' needle selections for patterning. 


2. The limits of traverse 
movement of the cam box. 

3. Stitch length at each knit- 
ted course. 

4. Choice of yarn carriers. 

5. Racking of rear needle 
bed. 

6. Loop transferring. 

7. Running speed. 

In the tape reading cubicle 
where these changes are initiated 
there is a control reader for the 
design tape and there are also 


_ two pattern readers for the pat- 


tern tapes. The tapes are per- 
forated in accordance with de- 
sign and pattern charts previ- 
ously prepared. The coding desk 
contains apparatus to facilitate 
coding for choice of yarn car- 
riers, stitch length, racking 
movement, speed, etc., and also 
for needle selection. 

The control reader reads two 
lines (corresponding to two 
courses at a time) of a 36-hole 
wide opaque plastic punched 


tape, which has a capacity of 


9,000 lines. In connection with 
the leading and following sys- 
tems of cams in both directions 
of movement of the cam box it 
decides the number of the last 


' needle that is to knit (needles 


are numbered from left to right 
across the beds), the yarn car- 
riers to be used, and the length 
of loop drawn. It overrides the 
pattern reader to initiate col- 
lective knitting actions on front 
bed only, on back bed only, 


on both beds together, and 
/on alternate needles on the 


back bed. It also determines, 
among other things, the cam box 
speed, racking movements, loop 


' transfer actions, and choice of

pattern reader. At each course, 
whether needles, are knitting col- 
lectively or are selected for pat- 
terning, the effective action is 
confined within the limits of the 


knitting width as governed by 
the control reader. 


Needle Selection 


The two pattern readers read 
punched tapes 36 holes wide 
sequentially hole by hole and 
line by line to give patterning 
instructions for knitting and non. 
knitting. Two courses are read 
simultaneously, one for the 
leading system and the other 
for the following system. The 
capacity of each pattern reader 
is 150 courses, covering on a 
100 gauge machine a_ possible 
216,000 selections. 

The pattern tape, in endless 
band form, is sub-divided into 
frames, and there is one frame 
for each course of knitting. With- 
in each frame a hole position is 
provided for every needle in the 
machine and, when a needle is 
to be selected to knit, a hole is 
punched in the tape in the ap- 
propriate position. The tape is 
scanned synchronously with the 
traverse movement of the cam 
box by means of a helix of 
angled light reflectors mounted 
in the reader drum. The pres- 
ence of a hole is sensed by means 
of a series of silicon solar cells 
which provide an output pulse 
to the pattern gate. As the reader 
drum rotates the tape moves 
slowly forward to provide a se- 
quential scan. When the cam 
box comes to rest the tape is 
advanced two frames so that the 
reading heads are under the 
same needle positions as they 
were in the previous frames. 
Provision of two pattern tapes 
and their readers increases the 
patterning scope of the machine. 

Needles are selected in tum 
by means of magnetic selectors. 
To increase selection time each 
selector acts on every third jack 
only. There are six active selec- 
tors in each half of the cam 
hox. At the start of the traverse 
movement of the cam box the 
appropriate pattern gate 
opened and, as the pattern tape 
is scanned, output pulses form 
the solar cells are fed via a pulse 
shaper to the open pattern gale. 
The pattern gate remains open 
for the duration of the knitting 
cycle of that course. From the 
pattern gate the pulse is sent t0 
its appropriate magnetic selectot 
by means of gates which are col 
trolled by the “on” optical com- 
mutator. The pulse switches om

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» bi-stable multi-vibrator in the 
master control cubicle which 
feeds a signal to a power ampli- 
fier in the same cubicle and thus 
energizes the selector. The signal 
to the power amplifier is switch- 
ed off by means of a pulse from 
the “off” optical commutator. 
The purpose of pulse shaping 
and amplifying is to limit the 
duration of magnetizing and de- 
magnetizing of the magnetics 
selector to 0.003 sec. 


Length of Stroke 

The traverse movement of the 
cam box is determined stroke 
by stroke by the hunting con- 
tact switch and on overshoot 
control unit. The hunting con- 
tact switch is preset to give 
out a pulse at an instant indica- 
tive of the position of the last 
knitting needle. Around the 
periphery of two wheels which 
are geared together in the ratio 
48/49 are 48 and 49 lamps re- 
spectively and one of each of 
these is illuminated according to 
the coded position of the last 
knitting needle. Each wheel car- 
ries a silicon solar cell and when 
both cells become illuminated at 
the same instant the cam box is 
brought to rest. The degree of 
accuracy is 0.01 inch, corre- 
sponding to one-third the width 
of a needle. 

The stitch cams ride in slides 
and each of them is independ- 
ently positioned by a digital ac- 
tuator unit which consists of four 
solenoids. The required stitch 
length is encoded on to the con- 
trol tape and may consist of any 
arrangement of one, two, three 
or four holes. The absence or 
presence of holes is detected by 
four sensing fingers in the mas- 
ter control cubicle and if a hole 
is punched the sensing finger 
completes a circuit which en- 
ergizes the appropriate solenoid. 
Each of the solenoids moves the 
stitch cam by a different amount 
and the mechanism summates 
the individual movements. 


Yarn Carrier Control 
Yarn carrier control is by 
means of two syncho-transmit- 
ters which are mounted in the 
cam box controllers, and two 
additional transmitters which are 
mounted in the master control 
cubicle. The four transmitters 
are common to all the knitting 
machines of one set and they 
are driven from the cam box 
controlicr. All necessary changes 


are made according to circum- 
stances, carriers not wanted be- 
in returned to storage positions 
situated at each end of the ma- 
chine. 


Racking 

Insofar as the racking of the 
back bed is concerned one trans- 
mitter in the master control cu- 
bicle controls all the knitting 
machines comprising the set. 
Once a position has been occu- 
pied by the back bed it is held 
until new instructions are given 
by the control tape. The posi- 
tions of the two needle beds in 
relation to one another is check- 
ed by a rotary stud switch con- 
nected to the rack drive, there 
being one stud for each posi- 
tion that can be occupied by the 
back bed. Provided the position 
is correct, a relay connected in 
series with the wiper is ener- 
gized. When it is desired to rack 
to a different position a relay 
decoder operated from the main 
control tape energizes the appro- 
priate stud, the wiper relay be- 
comes de-energized, and the 
racking motor drive operates un- 
til the new position is reached, 
when the energized stud oper- 
ates the relay through the wiper. 
Fitted to the back needle bed is 
an electro-magnetic clamp which 
is automatically de-energized 
when the racking drive is in op- 
eration. 

The racking control system 
embraces a digital comparator 
which determines the direction 
of rotation of the racking motors 
on the individual machines. The 
existing racking number — the 
numbers range from one to 25 
—is set up on Remanent core 
relays and the new number is 
read in on another series of re- 
lays. Contacts operated by both 
groups of relays form the com- 
parison circuits which compares 
the old and new numbers and 
starts the motors turning in the 
correct direction. 

To prevent risk of damage 
to needles if an attempt should 
be made to rack over an exces- 
sive interval, a counting device 
is fitted which limits the racking 
to three needle spaces at any 
one time. The counting device 
is automatically reset each time 
the back bed takes up a new po- 
sition.

the cam box are necessary to 
effect a loop transferring action. 
The first traverse is used to se- 
lect and set up the needles from 
which the loops are to be trans- 
ferred and the second to carry 
out the actual transference of 
loops. Transference of loops 
from front bed to back bed is 
carried out in the left half of the 
cam box when traversing from 
left to right and back; and trans- 
ference of loops from back bed 
to front bed is carried out in 
the right half of the cam box 
when traversing from right to 
left and back. 


On instructions being given 
from the control tape for a trans- 
fer action, the relay connecting 
to the sensing pin is energized 
and locks in to cause solenoids 
on the cam box to energize 
transfer cams. While the first 
traverse movement is_ taking 
place the needles whose loops 
are to be transferred are select- 
ed from the pattern through the 
magnetic selectors (if all needles 
on either bed are required to 
have their loops transferred the 
action can be initiated by a col- 
lective control from the design 
tape.) 

Prior to the return movement 
of the cam box taking place, a 
further relay is energized which 
operates solenoids to energize 
the top transfer cam and to im- 
part a half-rack movement to 
one of the needle beds. When 
the cam box is again stationary 
both relays are released, the 
solenoids are de-energized, the 
transfer cams return to normal 
and the needle bed racks back 
to its original position. During 
the two traverse movements at 
which the transferring operation 
is performed the take-down 
mechanism is out of action. 


Safety Measures 

When pattern reader and cam 
box have come to rest at the end 
of each traverse movement, a 
static operation cycle is carried 
out which occupies 0.45 sec. Di- 
rection sensitive relays are reset 
from the pulse routing switch 
and the hold-in supplies to the 
control relays and decoders are 
broken. The platen of the con- 
trol reader is then energized and 
the control relays and decoders 
are reset. As soon as all the 
operations read-in from the con- 
trol tape have been carried out, 
a series of interlock switches 


closes and a restart pulse is 
plied to the cam box controller, 
Once the speed for the cam bog 
has been determined, the relays 
are held until new instructions 
are received from the control 
tape, and then the relay becomes 
energized again. 

An interlock system embodied 
in the control circuits ensures 
that all orders have been obeyed 
before the cam box movement 
begins again. A series of con 
tacts and switches are operated 
by the various control systems 
and these must all be closed be- 
fore a restart pulse can be pro- 
duced. Except for yarn carrier 
and racking control systems, 
where there are individual inter- 
lock contacts for each Tailor 
knitting machine, all the con- 
trol circuits operating interlock 
switches are mounted in the 
master control cubicle. If there 
is a failure of any contact cir- 
cuit the appropriate signal lamp 
is illuminated. 

The operation of a_ switch 
which prevents the interlock sys- 
tem from closing at the end of 
a dwell period enables the ma- 
chine to be stopped when de- 
sired, but should the switch be 
operated by chance during a 
transferring movement, the stop- 
page will not take place until 
the transfer has been completed.
